Why We're 
Vulnerable 
To Fake News 


Dear Readers, 


“There is a sad thing that’s happening 
in journalism right now where it feels 
a little bit like the truth doesn’t matter 
so much anymore,” Edward Snowden 
pronounced in December during an 
interview with Twitter’s CEO, Jack 
Dorsey. 

“You get real news stories that are 
well-reported that go out there, and no- 
body in the Twitter realm retweets them 
..., continued the National Security 
Agency whistleblower. “But if you put 
something crazy out there, ... they will 
share it. It will expand. People will talk 
about it.” 

As someone who has dedicated my ca- 
reer to journalism — which I think of as 
getting the truth out to the public about 
issues of importance — I am sad to re- 
port that I have often felt the same way. 

In 2017, reporters and editors not 
only have to be concerned about digging 
up worthwhile news and making sure all 
our facts are checked before our stories 
go to print, but we must also spend a

great deal of time promoting our online 
work on social media sites. This is no 
small task, and as time goes on, Iam 
noticing that it takes up more and 
more of each workday for me 
and my staff. 

Why? The Pew Research 
Center reported last May 
that nearly two out of 
three American adults 
— 62 percent — turn to 
social media, particularly 
Facebook, not just for enter- 
tainment and online chatter but 
to get their news. Eighteen percent 
of adults get news from social media 
“often.” 

The problem, of course, is that Face- 
book is not designed to create informed 
citizens. It’s designed to earn ad revenue 


by engaging users with its social content. 


That’s why Snowden’s point is such an 
important one: Just because something 
is popular on Facebook or Twitter 
doesn’t mean it’s actually true or worth 
your time. 

In a way, the statement seems so 
obvious that it shouldn't need to be said. 
But sadly, not everyone is savvy enough 
to tell the difference between what’s real 
and what’s fake on the internet, and 
young people are especially naive on the 
matter, according to a study published 
in November by the Stanford Graduate 
School of Education. The study surveyed

7,800 high school and college students 
from 12 states and asked them to iden- 
tify whether an article was an adver- 
tisement or a news story, as well 
as to perform other tasks like 
explaining why a bank-spon- 
sored article on financial 
planning might not be 
trustworthy. They failed 
miserably. 
“Overall,” the report 
found, “young people’s 
ability to reason about the 
information on the internet can 
be summed up in one word: bleak. 
Our ‘digital natives’ may be able to flit 
between Facebook and Twitter while 
simultaneously uploading a selfie to In- 
stagram and texting a friend. But when 
it comes to evaluating information that 
flows through social media channels, 
they are easily duped.”

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Crash City: S.F. 
Officially Has the 
Worst Streets

Bad news for those who walk, 
drive, bus, bike, skateboard, or ... well, bad 
news for anyone who moves around San 
Francisco at all. 

A new study shows that San Francis- 
co has the worst conditions for vehicular 
collisions in the entire state, an unfor- 
tunate honor that can be placed on the 
shelf next to our terrible street surface 
award and the trophy for our exception- 
ally high rates of pedestrian injuries and 
fatalities. 

While no one likes being the bearer 
of bad news, it is important to note 
that horrifically bumpy Haight Street, 
the chaotic Market and Octavia inter- 
section, and the ridiculous number of 
car collisions you see around town are 
not normal compared with other cities 
across the country. A number of reports 


have appeared in the past few months, 
bringing to light where San Francisco 
ranks No. 1 (and not in a good way). 
Here’s what we learned: 


Our road conditions are the 
worst in the nation. 
“America’s Roughest Rides,” a report 
released in November, found that nearly 
one-third of the nation’s major urban 
roadways are in poor condition. In San 
Francisco and Oakland, 71 percent of 
our streets were logged as being in poor 
condition. This makes us No. 1 in worst 
road surfaces for any city in the nation 


with a population of more than 500,000. 


Tests to determine this metric were 
not high-tech. Each year, officials drive

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around the country in cars equipped 
with special sensors that measure road 
vibrations. That data is then sent to the 
Federal Highway Administration, where 
it’s analyzed by TRIP, a national trans- 
portation research group. 

If bumpy streets seem like no big deal, 
know this: The typical driver in Oakland 
and San Francisco pays $978 a year for 
car repair costs, which puts our region 
at No. 3 on the nationwide list, behind 
Oklahoma City and Tulsa. 


Our vehicular collisions are the 
worst in California. 

Researchers looked at the following fac- 
tors: collision rate, fatality rate, injury rate, 
alcohol-related crash rate, speed-related 


crash rate, hit-and-run rate, population 
density, daily vehicle miles traveled, aver- 
age rainfall, and percentage of young driv- 
ers. After adding all these up, San 
Francisco was recorded as having the most 
factors that contributed to dangerous 
driving conditions. 

That said, S.F. did not rank as high 
as other cities in the state in regars to 
vehicular fatalities. San Bernardino 
won that dubious honor, with more 
than three fatalities recorded for every 
100 million vehicle miles traveled. San 
Francisco is said to have a little over 1.5 
fatalities for the same distance. 


Our pedestrian injuries and 
fatalities are the second-worst in 
the nation. 

As reported by our sister publication, 
S.E. Examiner, a budget analysis report 
released by the city shows that San 
Francisco has a serious problem with 
pedestrian safety. When the report was 
released in November, 13 people had 
been killed on the streets of San Francis- 
co. In 2015, that number was 20, and in 
2014, 21 people were killed. Despite the 
recent reduction, overall the city hasn't 
improved much in this area. 

“The number of injuries and deaths 
has not changed significantly over the 
past 10 years, and San Francisco has the 
second highest rate of pedestrian injury 
and death after New York City,’ the re- 
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port stated. 

Seniors are particularly vulnerable. 
Although people 65 years and older ac- 
count for a mere 14 percent of the city’s 
population, they made up more than 
one-third of San Francisco’s pedestrian 
deaths between 2005 and 2012. 


So there you have it, things kinda suck. 
But the city is working on fixing things — 
just a little more slowly than we might 
need. 

Vision Zero, the plan to eliminate 
traffic fatalities across San Francisco by 
2024, is helping to secure funding for 
things like safer crosswalks, protected 
bike lanes and better street signs. 

And some of the worst street sur- 
faces to drive on in S.F. — like Masonic 
Avenue and Haight Street — should be 
repaved in the next year or two. But as 
Hoodline recently reported, the need 
far outweighs the funding, and progress 
is slow. 

While all of this honestly blows, it may 
be some comfort to know that we’re not 
just No. 1 in least-affordable housing, 
but that we top three other terrible lists 
as well. At least we have awesome dim 
sum.

Berkeley 
Amoeba Opens 
Jazz Section 
Dispensary 


The record shop believes the 
bold move will strike a high 
note. 


Since the days of smoking 

grass to extended Grateful Dead jams 
during the Winterland Ballroom, music 
and marijuana have always gone hand- 
in-hand in the Bay Area. Now, Amoeba 
Records co-founder Marc Weinstein is 
ready to take the concept a step further. 
Starting in June, the expanded real es- 
tate that currently serves as the Tele- 
graph Avenue location’s jazz section will 
reopen as Berkeley’s Compassionate 
Care Center, or BC3. 

It’s a project six years in the mak- 
ing. 

The opportunity resulted from the 
2010 passage of Berkeley’s Measure 
T, which allowed for an additional dis- 
pensary to join the three existing busi- 
nesses already operating in the city. 

“Those three had been in place for 
almost 10 years by the time the new 
legislation came into place,” explains

Debby Goldsberry, BC3’s managing 
director and an integral force behind 
Measure T’s passage. 

“The theory was that the member- 
ship base had increased in that period 
of time,’ Goldsberry adds, “and several 
of those dispensaries had become 
overprescribed, which meant long 
lines, no room for growth, and no op- 
portunity to move to new locations. So 
the demographic fit the need for a new 
dispensary in Berkeley.” 

As is often the case with bureau- 
cracy, the process to award the new 
permit moved at a glacial pace. In fact, 
it wasn’t until 2014 — two years lat- 
er — that Amoeba even entered their 
name for consideration. 

In 2016, it was not Amoeba, but 
Sue Taylor’s iCANN that received 
the coveted permit. But in the same 
proceedings, Berkeley’s City Council 
acknowledged that 
the wealth of qualified 
candidates meant that 
they felt two more 
permits should also be 
established. After a re- 
view from the planning 
commission and two 
public hearings, the city 
council amended the law 
and revitalized the per- 
mit process. Of the four 
candidates that endured 








throughout the entire four-year plus 
process, Amoeba was one of two to be 
awarded a permit. 

Weinstein sees the new nonprofit 
— which will be operated as a separate 
entity from the record store but share 
many of the same key players — asa 
natural extension of the business he’s 
already in. 

“A primary reason why we started 
Amoeba, why I got into the record 
business in the first place is because 
it’s a product that’s spiritually uplift- 
ing,” he says. “It’s healing, it brings joy 
— all that stuff makes music a product 
that was one of the few I could even 
identify that I would be interested in 
selling in my life. I couldn’t name too 
many others, but one of those certain- 
ly would be medical cannabis, now that 
it’s possible to do that.” 

As BC3 awaits approval on their 
building permits, Weinstein says he 
hopes the opening of this new dispen- 
sary will help to revitalize the sluggish 
sales that have left many business 


mis = 
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owners on Telegraph Avenue strug- 
gling. 

“That’s part of what we’re extreme- 
ly excited about: to actually have an 
opportunity to do what we once did 
before, which is bring everybody on 
Telegraph up with us,” Weinstein 
says. ‘When we first started Amoeba, 
Telegraph was particularly decrepit at 
that time. The building we were in was 
literally occupied by homeless people. 
When we opened in 1990, we obvi- 
ously brought a whole new crowd of 
people to Telegraph and now we have 
an opportunity to do that again.” 

Weinstein also notes that Amoeba 
customers are “very excited” about the 
incoming dispensary, both because 
there is likely a large overlap in those 
who love music and those who use 
medical cannabis, but also because 
BC3 represents a viable way for Amoe- 
ba to keep its doors opens at a time 
when rising minimum wages, health 
care costs, and competition from on- 

line retailer behemoths 
have taken a major toll on 
the bottom line. 

“Cannabis is obviously 
a place where we’re not 

going to be going up 
against the likes of Ama- 
zon, as we have been all 
these years,” Weinstein 
adds. 

As the executive 
director of Magnolia 
Wellness in Oakland, 
Goldsberry is also look- 
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ing forward to what two dispensaries 
working in support of one another can 
provide. 

“Our idea for BC3 is to take the 
same great values that we have at 
Magnolia, because we are a non-profit 
community organization driven by 
helping people. I’ve learned a lot from 
Magnolia — all of the hard knocks of 
running a dispensary. It’s not easy. 
Now I can take all that knowledge and 
bring it to BC3.” 

Given the time it’s taken Goldsber- 
ry, Weinstein, and their partners to 
see their new dispensary come to life, 
it comes as little surprise that their 
expectations for the enterprise are 
sky-high. 

“Tm pretty sure we’re going to 
become one of the nation’s favored 
dispensaries,” Goldsberry says. “For 
us, it’s a great partnership to help open 
the new facility, to help open people’s 
minds and expand the good feelings 
that marijuana and music bring to- 
gether, and to be a part of what looks 
to me like it’s going to be an absolutely 
historic project. We’re also going to 
have the best marijuana possible at 
that place. Everybody loves music, and 
the idea of bringing music and mari- 
juana together is just a winning combi- 
nation. People will feel better.”

The Upswell of 
Resistance That 
Came Too Late 


At the inauguration, Trump 
spoke of “American carnage,” 
while the Women's March 
celebrated an optimistic vision 
of the future.

WASHINGTON — Sixteen years 
ago, Ralph Nader mocked the differences 
between the two political parties as the dif- 
ference between Tweedledum and Twee- 
dledee. Nader was wrong, as it turned out. 
His independent president campaign in 
2000 siphoned enough votes away from 
Democrat Al Gore to hand the White House 
to George W. Bush and Dick Cheney. 

Sixteen years later, the stark reality 
that once again the complacency of vot- 
ers on the left has left our nation in the 
hands of a Republican president. 

The contrast between the inaugura- 
tion of Donald Trump on one day and the 
Women’s March on Washington the next 
was remarkable. On Jan. 20, hundreds of 
thousands of Americans flocked to Wash- 
ington to celebrate Trump’s swearing-in. 

Trump is their hero, and they were 
determined to let the world know it. They 
had no regard for the solemnity of the 
event, despite the eloquent introductory 
words of master of ceremonies Missou- 
ri Sen. Roy Blunt. Trump supporters 
whooped and hollered as their heroes and 
villains took their seats surrounding the 
podium where the 45th president would 
be sworn in. They were restrained in their 
catcalls when Hillary Clinton entered 
through the ceremonial arch, but openly 
hooted with derision for House Minority 
Leader Nancy Pelosi and Senate Minority 
Leader Chuck Schumer. They offered no 
applause for any Republican leader in 
Congress apart from Paul Ryan, though 
he might be the last man in the capital 
who will be able to stem the Trumpian 
tide to come. 

There were polite cheers as the 
Obamas took their seats. As he clapped, 
one attendee with a red “Make America 
Great Again” hat commented, “I love 
Obama. He destroyed everybody. That’s 
how we won.” 

Finally, as their hero entered, the 
crowd erupted. “Go Trump!” they shout- 
ed. “Yeah, baby!” they cried. 

As Trump walked through the arch 
onto the dais, he eschewed the affable 
bearing of the other attendees, who'd 
greeted each other with polite smiles, 
attempting to mask whatever disdain 
they may have felt. Instead, Trump main- 
tained a face of practiced seriousness; 
the stern, scowling visage of a new leader 
who has come to the nation’s capital to 
dole out harsh medicine. 
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the vice-presidential oath of office. As 

it turns out, Thomas, who rarely speaks 
on the Supreme Court, has a rich, deep, 
beautiful voice. Vice President Mike 
Pence’s voice seemed pinched and thin in 
comparison. Then Chief Justice Roberts 
administered the oath to Trump, and 
when he was done, the real estate mogul 
was the new president. “Done deal! It’s 
a done deal!” his supporters screamed, 
high-fives all around. 

Trump’s inauguration speech began 
with some aspiring oratory but quick- 
ly devolved into his campaign speech 
on steroids. Its theme was American 
carnage, and it painted a picture of a na- 
tion ravaged by crime and littered with 
abandoned factories, that Trump alone 
could fix. 

Crafting his own hagiography, he de- 
clared his rise to power to be “the great- 
est movement in history,’ and presented 
himself as a man of God. 

Trump’s narcissism was on full display 
throughout the Inauguration Day cere- 
monies, from his words to the smallest 
details. The words “A Hero Will Rise” 
were emblazoned on Trump’s image on 
the inauguration tickets that dignitaries 
hung around their necks. The logo pre- 
sented him as a savior who had come to 
free America from the predations of the 
political class, as the Titan of Greek my- 
thology freed mankind from the bondage 
of the gods. 

The massive gathering of women in 
the nation’s capital the next day was in 
every way a counterpoint to the inaugu- 
ration. Trump’s rise has been was built on 
an ill-defined longing for the American 
past; the march was a full-flowered trib- 
ute to the diversity of the American fu- 
ture. As one sign said, “The past is a place 
of reference, not a place of residence.” 

No single person spoke for the march- 
ers. Rather, the event was about the 
individuals from across the nation who 
came together to celebrate their support 
for each other, with homemade signs and 
handmade pink hats, with their outrage, 
their defiance and their joy. And it was a 
call for people to take to the streets. 

If there were a word cloud of the signs 
women carried at the march, “pussy” 
would stand out. “My pussy has claws,” 
one sign read. Trump has come to rep- 
resent the violation of women, and his 
actions have given license to others who 
threaten and belittle women (and minori- 
ties) with no sense of shame. 

Yet underneath the passion of the 
marchers was the realization that it had 
come too late, that far too many had 
failed to take Trump seriously until now. 
As Gloria Steinem said in her speech be- 
fore the gathered throng, “Pressing ‘send’ 
is not enough. We must put our bodies 
where our beliefs are.”

Trolling 
For Trump 
Supporters 


Going undercover inthe hopes 
of discovering what ‘Make 
America Great Again’ really 
means.

In 2014, when my father-in-law 
paid for a 2016 Christmas cruise for the 
whole family, none of us knew how bi- 
zarrely different the world would be by 
the time we stepped on the boat. (See: 
Trump) 

Two overlapping statistics piqued 
my interest more than any endless buf- 
fet: 93 percent of cruise vacationers are 
White, and their average age is around 
46, according to the Cruise Lines In- 
ternational Association. Taking into 
account how, according to the Pew Re- 
search Center, Hillary Clinton lost the 
White vote by more than 20 percentage 
points, I hoped the 2,500-passenger 
Celebrity Summit would be an opportu- 
nity to understand what “Make America 
Great Again” really means. 

Before flying cross-country on 
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Christmas Eve and embarking from 
zika-ravaged and bankruptcy-poisoned 
San Juan, Puerto Rico, I packed flip- 
flops, swimming trunks, and my Bay 
Area bubble. The inspiration for my re- 
porting came from UC Berkeley sociolo- 
gist Arlie Russell Hochschild. 

In Strangers in Their Own Land, her 
2016 National Book Award-nominated 
book, Hochschild spent five years in 
Louisiana to study the “Red State Para- 
dox,” defined by head-scratchers such as 
how Louisianians can hate the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency while breath- 
ing some of the worst-quality air in the 
country. Her mostly White, crumbling 
middle-class subjects were certain that 
Big Government kept allowing others 
to “cut in line” in front of them, that 
they were being cheated by lazy welfare 
moms or illegal immigrants. (She also 
discovered that having a biracial son of 
a single mother in charge of Big Govern- 
ment does not exactly inspire trust in 
that particular population.) 

What Hochschild does best, though, 
is listen, a necessary but rare act that 
transforms a political talk into a po- 
litical discussion. So, for seven days at 
sea, I listened for my chance. From San 
Juan to Barbados and back, on a sea 
so sky-blue it shamed the sky above, I 
wandered the 12 decks of the Celebrity 
Summit. From the 24/7 cafe with more 
food than most small countries to the 
bingo games to the crammed elevators 
to the neglected staircases, what I had 
assumed would be a horizontal Trump 
Tower victory float proved to be any- 
thing but. 

Not a peep about politics — even at 
the bar — where I was sure loose lips 
would sink my liberal ship. I listened 
for the “T” word and kept an eye out 
for any signs — hats, T-shirts, orange- 
hair-comb-over homages — that might 
reveal a supporter. (There were plenty 
of lines, but no one seemed too upset 
by them.) 

What became obvious was that 
everyone was zealously eager to steer 
clear of discussions — not just about 
politics, but any serious discussions at 
all. We had all slipped into the “infancy” 
that David Foster Wallace warned about 
in “Shipping Out,” the classic cruise 
feature he wrote for Harper's 20 years 
ago after his own Celebrity Caribbean 
cruise. 

“T want to believe that maybe this 
ultimate fantasy vacation will be enough 
pampering,” Wallace wrote, “that this 
time the luxury and pleasure will be so 
completely and faultlessly administered 
that my infantile part will be sated at 
last. But the infantile part of me is, by 
its very nature and essence, insatiable. 
In fact, its whole raison consists of its 
insatiability.” 

One conversational topic, how- 
ever, dominated the ship: on-shore 
excursions, ranging from rainforest 
zip-lines to bumpy banana boat tows 
to rum-punch, Catamaran-and-snorkel 
packages. 


So I went ashore. And the National 
Museum of St. Kitt’s, a homey muse- 
um on the second floor of a clapboard 
house, knocked me out of my infancy 
and back into the horrible historical re- 
ality of making ourselves “great” at the 
expense of entire cultures. 

The museum highlighted the 300- 
year history of Caribbean sugar planta- 
tions, which brought enormous profits 
to Europe on the backs of slaves. After 
considering the somber pictures of slave 
labor in the museum, I read a summary 
by Kevin A. Yelvington in his December 
2016 article “Caribbean Crucible: His- 
tory, Culture, and Globalization” for the 
local weekly, Cultural Xpression. 

“Columbus brought the first sugar 
cane to the Caribbean on his second 
voyage in 1493. It is likely that enslaved 
Africans from Spain also accompanied 
him on that voyage, foreshadowing 
the African-slave-sugar-commodity 
connection. With the rapid destruction 
of the native populations, enslaved 
African laborers were imported shortly 
after the first canes were planted, thus 
paving the way for the proliferation of 
the widespread and centuries-enduring 
plantation complex.” 

The United States had, of course, 
committed its own “original sin” of slav- 
ery and built its empire on the backs of 
slaves, too. But we don’t have to go back 
that far to start worrying about where 
and when the slogan great again is intent 
on bringing us. 

In a November Fresh Air interview, 
writer Zadie Smith responded to a na- 
tional survey that reported that seven 
out of 10 Trump supporters believed life 
in the 1950s in the United States was 
much better. 

“This is a very interesting point for 
me, Smith said, “because that kind of 
historical nostalgia is only available to a 
certain kind of person. ... [can’t go back 
to the ’50s, because life in the ’50s for 
me is not pretty, nor is it pretty in 1320 
or 1460 or 1580 or 1820 or even 1960 
in this country, very frankly. So that’s 
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what interests me — the historical nos- 
talgia that is available or not available to 
others.” 

Back on board, another grim possibil- 
ity of the future was being squirted into 
my hands before breakfast, lunch, and 
dinner. Because of complaints of gastro- 
intestinal illness from the passengers 
of the previous cruise, staff armed with 
jugs of Purell hand sanitizer blocked 
entrances to every café and restaurant 
on board. 

Unfortunately, the global zeal to 
destroy every kind of germ has created 
antibiotic-resistant bacteria in every 
corner of the world, according to a 2014 
World Health Organization Report. As I 
rubbed the ample Purell into my palms, 
I feared that avoiding the impending en- 
vironmental catastrophes — of our own 
creation — would be as likely as falling 
off a cruise ship and missing the water. 
And our infantile and insatiable appetite 
for consumption of the planet’s finite 
resources is not limited to cruise ships. 

The last morning of the cruise, as 
we headed home, I looked over the bow 
and finally found some hope. Flying 
fish darted across the sea like skipped 
stones. Always in flux, from sea to air 
to sea again, they had evolved over 
millions of years to leap from the jaws 
of predators. This desperate willingness 
to rise and meet any challenge, to do 
whatever-whenever-however-wherever 
anything was needed, was the best ad- 
vice that big white boat offered. 

For the next four years, we'll need 
that kind of relentless determination to 
avoid toxic nostalgia, or to keep from 
being lulled into an infantile belief that 
we're being taken care of when we're 
simply being had. We'll need to fight 
every measure or law or tweet that 
attempts to make our country “great” 
at the expense of others. Because if a 
country becomes great by dehuman- 
izing, marginalizing and victimizing 
others, how great is that, really?

This week's question comes from David 
in Albany, who writes: 


Q: “Chris, | am strongly opposed to 
President Donald Trump. I've been highly 
critical of him on social media. Friends 
of mine have told me | need to be careful 
what | say, cautioning to tone down my 
anti- Trump comments. Can't | express my 
views on the President as | see fit?” 

A: David, yes you can. What makes 
America great, as expressed by President 
Abraham Lincoln, is that we have a gov- 
ernment “of the People, by the People 
and for the People.” Under the First 
Amendment to the Bill of Rights to the 
U.S. Constitution, it is our right to speak 
out and peacefully assemble in protest to 
the government. 

The First Amendment reads as follows: 
“Congress shall make no law respecting 
an establishment of religion, or prohibiting 
the free exercise thereof; or abridging the 
freedom of speech, or of the press; or the 
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right of the people peaceably to assemble, 
and to petition the government for a re- 
dress of grievances.” 

Political speech, as compared to 
commercial or sexually explicit speech, 
is given the highest protection. The U.S. 
supreme Court in its landmark 1964 de- 
cision of The New York Times v. Sullivan 
explained that fundamental to the First 
Amendment is “the principle that debate 
on public issues should be uninhibited, ro- 
bust, and wide open, and that It may well 
include vehement, caustic, and sometimes 
unpleasantly sharp attacks on government 
and public officials.” 

Keep in mind, the First Amendment, 
like all of our rights, is not without limits. 
Certain types of speech, such as child 
pornography nor obscenity, are so lacking 
of value that they do not receive protection 
under the First Amendment. Moreover, 
certain “fighting words” are not accorded 
protection. The classic example is the per- 
son who falsely shouts “fire” in a crowded 
theater. The First Amendment does not bar 
the individual's prosecution for setting off 
a panic. 

The “fighting words” exception to 
First Amendment protection, however, |s 
narrow. The Supreme Court has stated, 
“Fighting words are not a means of ex- 
changing views, rallying supporters, or 
registering a protest; they are directed 
against individuals to provoke violence or 
to inflict injury.” 

For example, in the 1960s the Supreme 
Court reversed the conviction of a Ku Klux 


Klan leader for advocating violence by 
threatening vengeance on local African 
Americans. Likewise, the Supreme Court 
reversed the conviction of a civil rights 
leader who organized a boycott of white- 
owned businesses for threatening any Atf- 
rican Americans that patronized the stores. 
In neither case was the language followed 
by violence. 

The Supreme Court held in both cases 
that the constitutional guarantee of free 
Speech encompasses rhetoric that advo- 
cates unlawful action. What would not be 
protected Is an intentional effort to incite 
Imminent lawless action that was likely 
to generate violence, such as whipping 
up a crowd into a rage and directing them 
to riot. 

When it comes to “fighting words” 
concerning President Trump, be aware that 
a specific federal law applies. Title 18, 
section 871 of the U.S. Code makes it a 
crime to knowingly and willfully threaten 
to take the life of, to kidnap, or to inflict 
bodily harm on the President or Vice Pres- 
ident. Section 879 of Title 18 extends the 
law to members of the immediate family 
of the President or Vice President, as well 
as past Presidents. 

50, how does the law operate? 

First, it does not usurp the First Amend- 
ment. In Watts v. United States, the Su- 
preme Court held that only “true” threats 
are grounds for a conviction under Section 
871. At a Vietnam War protest, a speaker 
stated, “If they ever make me carry a rifle, 
the first man | want to get in my sights is

LBJ.” The speaker was charged with and 
convicted of violating Section 871. The 
Supreme Court reversed the conviction on 
the basis of the First Amendment, finding 
that the speaker had not made a “true 
threat,” but had indulged in mere “political 
hyperbole.” 

At the same time, many individuals 
have been convicted and had their sen- 
tence upheld on appeal, for violating Sec- 
tion 871. The standard used by the courts 
is whether the defendant intentionally 
made a threat that in the context it was 
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made a reasonable person would foresee 
the statement as a serious expression 

of an intention to harm the President. 

In short, criticism of the President that 
departs from political discussion to inten- 
tional threats against the life or safety 

of the President can result in criminal 
prosecution.

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Top 5 Scenic 
Spots on Mau

Standing at the edge of a freshwater pool set 
deep in the East Maui rainforest, surrounded by the 
scent of guava carried on tradewinds that whistle 
through stands of bamboo, you watch a waterfall 
crash, splash and dance down into the pool, and think 
to yourself there's simply no way it gets any better 
than this. 

Later on that day, however, the sky becomes 
streaked with cirrus clouds in the hour just before 
sunset, and reds, oranges, yellows and pinks begin to 
gather in the sky. A palm tree covered in bright green 
fronds hangs out over turquoise waters that lap at 
sand that shines like gold in the fading, yet brilliant 
light. A humpback whale starts breaching offshore, 

a rainbow forms on the hillside, and once again you 
think to yourself, it doesn't get better than this. 

That's the thing about trying to name the most 
scenic spots on Maui. On an island with an utter 
embarrassment of beauty, there are dozens, If not 
hundreds, of separate locations that will make you 
reach for your camera. 

That said, there are still a couple of standout 
places that consistently seem to amaze, and can be 
considered some of Maui's most scenic spots. 


Haleakala Crater 


Even though It's known as the place to watch the 
sunrise, there's far more to Haleakala Crater than 
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simply the morning lightshow. It's 30 miles of hiking 
trails that weave through multi-hued cinder cones, 
and a crater floor at an elevation of 7,000 feet that 
seems like the surface of the moon. 

While many visitors depart within minutes of 
the sun first cresting the horizon, hardy visitors pack 
sleeping bags, tents and definitely a fully charged 
camera to camp in the backcountry and capture 
scenes like the crater illuminated in the moonlight, 
or clouds gathering on vertical cliffs that rise behind 
Holua campground. 

Even If you just choose to visit on a whim while 
spending a day upcountry, the summit is one of the 
island's best spots for capturing a fiery sunset, and 
sometimes feels like a floating island adrift in a sea 
of clouds. 


The Road to Hana (and Beyond) 


If ever there were a case where the whole is 
greater than the sum of its parts, it’s the collective 
level of scenery offered when driving the road to 
Hana. For some It’s the rainbow eucalyptus trees 
with their yellow- and red-streaked bark, for others 
it might be the fields of taro that burst from Keanae 
Peninsula. Then, of course, there's the black sand 
beach at Waianapanapa State Park, and the wealth 
of waterfalls that splash just feet from the twisting, 
curving road. 

The trick with the road to Hana, however, is know- 
ing the road doesn't end in Hana but continues on 
to the soft white sands and waves of Hamoa Beach 
and the cascading series of waterfalls and pools at 
the famous Pools of Oheo. Continue through Kaupo's 
windswept plains, where the Earth seems to come 
an end, and admire the backside of Haleakala rising 
10,000 feet from the sea. 


Honolua Bay 


There's a palpable magic to Honolua Bay that’s 
unlike anywhere on Maui. The valley floor is shrouded 
in vines and engulfed in deep shades of green, and 
the reef is home to honu, or Hawaiian green sea tur- 
tles, and schools of colorful fish. Unlike nearby resort 
areas that also boast first-class snorkeling, Honolua 
Bay is completely undeveloped and steeped in cultur- 
al history. From October through April, the bay comes 
alive with 15-foot waves that perfectly peel around 
the headland, and surfers flock from across the Island 
to ride the flawless tubes. 

Looking for a scenic Honolua trifecta? Drive to 
the far northern end of the bay, park on the rutted 
dirt road, and visit during the hour just before sunset 
when the waves are firing in winter. Watch as surfers 
Slash through the waves, whales breach offshore, 
and enjoy a sunset atop the bluffs until the sky is 
pregnant with stars. 


Makena State Park 


At two-thirds of a mile long and more than 
100 feet wide, Makena State Park, or “Big 
Beach” to locals, is arguably the island's best 
beach. There aren't any facilities here, nor is 
there very much shade, but the vast expanse of 
sugary sand has made the beach a popular hang- 
out since hippies camped here in the ‘60s. 

Today this beach is renowned for its sunsets 
and some of the island's strongest shore break 
for boogie boarding. For the best view of the 
white sand beach, climb the headland that 
separates Big Beach from the neighboring, and 
smaller, Little Beach, which is also the island's 
de facto spot for tanning au natural. 


Up in the Air 


Finally, if you thought that Maui was endlessly 
scenic while exploring on the ground, wait until you 
get the chance to see the Island by air. Much of Maui 
can only be seen when exploring up in the clouds. 

By taking an hour-long helicopter tour or a powered 
hang glider in Hana, you can see valleys, waterfalls 
and coastlines you'd never get to see otherwise. Go 
paragliding in Polipoli for a view of the central valley, 
or parasailing off Kaanapali for aerial views of the 
shoreline. However you choose to fly through the air, 
be sure to take a second to simply relax and take it all 
in, since the mental photos, at the end of the day, are 
the ones you'll cherish the most.

When SFMOMA officially reopened its 


doors last year, curators referred to the museum’s 
new Diane Arbus gallery as “a chapel,” a description 
that captured both the room’s relatively small di- 
mensions and the kind of quasi-religious intensity 
of Arbus’ work. Arbus’ religion was communing 
with strangers — often in the street, but just as of- 
ten in the privacy of their homes. People invited her 
in essentially to confess, not just to Arbus but to her 
lens. 

Many of Arbus’ best-known photos — of a 
young man in curlers (1966), of twin girls side 
by side (1967), and of a hulking Jewish son in 
his parents’ house (1970) — are from the last 
five years of her life, which ended with her 1971 
suicide. And SFMOMA has populated its Arbus 
gallery with images of developmentally disabled 
campers that Arbus took in 1970 and 1971. But 
now comes “diane arbus: in the beginning,” an 
SFMOMA exhibit that explores Arbus’ work from 
1956 to 1962, when she was establishing her way 
of seeing the world. 

By photographing fire-eaters, cross-dressers, 
fighting couples, awkward society matrons, and 
the like, Arbus went for the dissonance — the 
beauty of dissonance — that the culture usually 
ignored or marginalized. The people whom Arbus 
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sought out in 1956, the year she ventured into 
the street after quitting the fashion-photography 
business she had with her husband, are pretty 
much the same people she gravitated toward in 
later years. But Arbus’ photographic relationship 
with them seems much less intimate than it was 
with those she found further on in her career. As 
its title suggests, the older woman in Woman on 
the street with her eyes closed, N.Y.C. 1956 didn’t 
even look at Arbus. Maybe she wouldn't look, 
even though she was inches from Arbus’ camera. 
By not giving in, the woman gave Arbus what Ar- 
bus apparently wanted: awkwardness. 

Instead of having to make people look good, 
as she did in the fashion world, Arbus was free to 
do what she wanted. She was liberated from her 
privileged upbringing and free of her photograph- 
ic partnership with Allan Arbus, from whom she 
would soon separate. Roaming New York and 
New Jersey, she could take a simple picture of wet 
streets (Puddle on the sidewalk, N.Y.C. 1957), a boy 
shooting his toy weapon at her (Kid in a hooded 
jacket aiming a gun, N.Y.C. 1957), and an odd man 
with face paint (Clown in a fedora, Palisades Park, 
NJ.1957). 

The Metropolitan Museum of Art, which 
holds Arbus’ archive — including 6,200 rolls of 
black-and-white film, contact sheets, film sleeves, 
appointment books, letters, and other items — 
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organized “diane arbus: in the beginning.” 
Many of the exhibit’s more than 100 im- 
ages had never been shown publicly before 
last year’s Met debut. Organizers added 
another key layer: Displaying the work of 
other street photographers who influenced 
Arbus or were her contemporaries. We see 
how Arbus changed photography not in 
isolation but in conjunction with others 
like Lisette Model, August Sander, and 
Lee Friedlander. But Arbus had two things 
these other artists didn’t, argues Jeff L. 
Rosenheim, the Met’s Curator in Charge 
and the exhibit’s main organizer. She pos- 
sessed the courage to openly take her sub- 
jects’ images — to be with them — and an 
intensity that drew people to her person- 
ality and made them react in unique ways. 
This is what Arbus greatly refined between 
1956 and 1962. 

“There is a performative relationship 
between her and her subjects,” Rosenheim 
told journalists before the exhibit’s Jan. 21 
opening. “Arbus wanted a direct, one-on- 
one, centered relationship with her sub- 
jects. That is both psychological strategy 
and picture style coming together in one. 
... You can see, when you look at the nega- 
tives and the rolls of film, that she is being 
looked at as much as she is looking.” 

In the accompanying book, Rosenheim 
writes that Arbus projected philosophical 
tenets onto her subjects, as with the sur- 
real contortionist who could twist half his 
body around. “[He] is a metaphor for hu- 
man destiny — walking blind into the future with 
an eye on the past,’ Arbus noted in her journal 
about The Backwards Man in his hotel room, N.-Y.C. 
1961. Rosenheim cites an Arbus essay about Plato 
from the time she was 16, in 1939, in which she 
opined that she sees “the di- 
vineness in ordinary things.” 

With each new Arbus 
exhibit — nearly one every 
new year, it seems — comes 
new scholarship and new 
revelations, confirmations, or 
theories of her motivations. 
Last year, in the book Diane 
Arbus: Portrait of a Photogra- 
pher, Arthur Lubow reported 
that Arbus likely had intimate 
relations with her brother, 
the Pulitzer Prize-winning 
poet, Howard Nemerov. In the 2015 book, Silent 
Dialogues: Diane Arbus and Howard Nemerov, 
published by San Francisco’s Fraenkel Gallery, 
Alexander Nemerov — Chair of Stanford Univer- 
sity’s Art & Art History Department, and Howard 
Nemerov’s son — writes that his father rarely 
talked about Arbus. 

Arbus gave her brother a signed copy of a 
famous image, Identical twins, Roselle, N.J. 1966, 
which Howard Nemerov “never matted, never 
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“diane arbus:

framed, and never even displayed,” the younger 
Nemerov writes. “Instead, it was kept in a drawer 
in the living room of our house, mingled among 
my childhood drawing supplies, the sheets of pa- 
per and colored pens.” In fact, Howard Nemerov 
had contempt for photography, and “especially 
disliked his sister’s photography,’ Alexander Ne- 
merov writes. 

Still, while Arbus was a “mystery” to Howard 
Nemerov, her brother adored paintings by Pieter 
Brueghel the Elder that resembled Arbus’ work. 
And while Arbus’ images of “freaks” might have 
made her brother uncomfortable, their allegorical 
qualities were fascinating to him. (On Saturday, 
Feb. 4, from 3 p.m. to 5 p.m at San Francisco’s 
Minnesota Street Project, Alexander Nemerov 
will talk about the images Arbus took at mental 
asylums from 1969 to 1971, and how they relate 
to Howard Nemerov’s poems.) 

“For me,’ Arbus once said, “the subject of the 
picture is always more important than the pic- 
ture. And more complicated.” 

That “complicatedness” applies to Arbus her- 
self, of course. Everything changed for her after 
1962, when she switched from her 35-millimeter 
camera to the square format that became one of 
her trademarks. In 1963, Arbus won a Guggen- 
heim fellowship. And in 1967, the Museum of 
Modern Art exhibited Arbus’ work alongside that 
of Friedlander and Garry Winogrand, both of 
whom shared Arbus’ penchant for taking notable 
street images. The Arbus we see at SFMOMA is 
the Arbus that existed before she was famous 
— before other photographers, like Winogrand, 
were taking her photo while she was working. The 
gaze that Arbus had directed at others was, in her 
last years, directed at her. She was no longer an 
anonymous photographer, but “Diane Arbus.” 

Her suicide at age 48 — a premature death 
like that of Marilyn Monroe — helped catapult 
her work into the mainstream. 
That’s one of Arbus’ legacies: 
She changed how people see 
the world, and helped normal- 
ize a photography aesthetic 
that is now commonplace. 

“She was interested in 
myth, she was interested in 
psychological states of being,” 
Rosenheim says. “She was 
interested in asking questions: 
How do we become the person 
we want to be? How do we 
overcome our inherited genet- 
ics and our class and the color of our skin to be 
who we want to be? Those questions, those exis- 
tential questions, are at the core of her work and 
the core of what this exhibition is exploring.”

For decades, FLAX Art & Design 


and its “happening” aisles of art occupied 
Market Street between Valencia and 
Gough. But when FLAX left last year for 
downtown Oakland (and a smaller place 
at Fort Mason), to make way for an ex- 
pected condominium project, the store’s 
old commercial building became a mag- 
net for all sorts of street art, including 
Carmen McNall’s The Fruit seller. McNall 
put up the mural in December, and its 
appearance there — close to an old FLAX 
sign that says “inspiring creativity” — is 
making the store’s Market Street disap- 
pearance a bit more tolerable. 
Surrounded by flowers, McNall’s 
figure has a kind of fruit halo. She may 
seem historic, but McNall was inspired 
by a woman she encountered in Asia.

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“The image is based off a woman | 
met traveling in Cambodia,” McNall 
tells SF Weekly. “I felt there was some- 


thing especially empowering about her, 


and I wanted to share it.” 

McNall, a San Francisco resident 
who has a BFA in printmaking and 
painting from Academy of Art Uni- 
versity, frequently paints people who 
work with their hands. 

“T find great importance in telling 
the stories of craft makers and workers 
of dying traditions from all around the 
world,” she says. “I see heroic qualities 
in these people I meet, and much to be 
learned. I want to share their experi- 
ences and translate them visually.” 

McNall’s art, and the other painting 
and posters on the building, will soon 
disappear the way FLAX did. But the 
low-level building is going out in a col- 
orful way: as a temporary outdoor gal- 
lery, on a corridor that gets lots of foot 
traffic and people who are in the mood 
for an art scene that was once easily 
available inside 1699 Market St.

Porn fans were losing their 
minds at the Adult Entertainment Expo. 
There were, of course, rows and rows of 
webcam girls, porn starlets, and every 
kind of sex toy under the sun — but for 
two days last week, I saw how fans re- 
acted to the 450-pound Samoan man 
who the world knows as World Wres- 
tling Entertainment Hall-of-Famer, 
Rikishi. 


It seemed like an odd pairing when 


his manager reached out to the orga- 
nization I work for, the Free Speech 

Coalition — which advocates for and 
defends the rights of adult industry 

and its workers — to ask if the wres- 
tler could join us at this year’s trade 

show. After testing the waters at two 
similar events earlier in the year, Rik- 
ishi and his team had already found a 
significant crossover between the fan 
bases of professional wrestling 
and adult entertainment. 

Stoic next to me 
in the small booth, 
Rikishi sat with 
his massive 
WWE cham- 
pionship 
belt, signing 
autographs 
and posing for 
selfies with 
the fans. Most 
were shocked 
to see him there, 
asking what a 
guy like Rikishi was 
doing at in a place like 
this. 

Mainstream and adult indus- 
try news sources alike went out of 
their way to ask Rikishi his motiva- 
tions for coming to the expo. Each 
time, he replied, “Why not?” from be- 
neath his mirrored sunglasses, which 
blocked the hotel ballroom’s bright 
florescent lights. 

Rikishi’s character, often referred 
to as the “Big Booty Bad Man,” broke 
the mold by wearing a thong as part 
of his costume and sitting on his op- 
ponents’ faces as his secret weapon. 
(That move is called the “Stinkface.”) 

As the show wore on, I realized 
that though we may have seemed an 
unlikely pairing, Rikishi and I had 
more in common than I had thought. 

The second day into our adven- 
ture, we discovered we both have Bay 
Area roots. (He hails from Daly City.) 
He also loves his mom, and believes 
strongly in free speech. 

Every time he posed with a fan or 
signed an autograph, he also made 
sure to give out one of my organiza- 
tion’s brochures, encouraging folks to 
support our efforts. 

Press and fans alike were sur- 
prised and elated to see Rikishi at

such an event, and even though the 
booth was stacked with top adult tal- 
ent — including the legendary Buck 
Angel, and two AVN award nominees 
— it was the wrestler who was the 
hot commodity. 

Most people were sincere, wanting 
to share stories of childhood hero 
worship, but the AEE takes all types. 
At one point during the second day, 
aman ina suit came by and started 
schmoozing with Rikishi’s manager. 
When the manager asked what he 
did, the man replied, “I make money, 
and I fuck bitches.” 

Charming. 

Rikishi slowly turned his head 
toward me and, in a low and certain 
tone, said, “I don’t like it when men 
call women bitches,” and the man in 
the suit was sent away without an 
autograph. 

Later, a reporter asked him, yet 
again, what on earth he was doing 

at an adult enter- 
tainment expo. 
With only the 
softest hint of 
exasperation, he 
replied, “What 
better wrestler 
to be here than 
the 450-pound 
Samoan guy 
who shakes his 
booty onstage 
for money?” 
Rikishi and 
I hit it off, not 
only because of 
our shared love 
for lumpia from 
‘ Daly City, but because 
Sf 
aie? we understand our work 
as not being so different. 
Though WWE is considered far 
more PG and mainstream than the 
type of media I create, he and I both 
use our bodies to excite and enter- 
tain. We’ve both created larger-than- 
life characters that contain amplified 
elements of our true selves, in order 
to tell a story and capture the imagi- 
nation of consumers. 

We both charge $20 for photo ops 
and sit on people’s faces to let them 
know we mean business. 

Rikishi is semi-retired now, and 
focuses his efforts on giving back 
to the next generation of wrestlers 
through an academy that teaches 
newcomers how to create a character 
and perform safely. 

But don’t be surprised if you see 
more and more of the Big Booty Bad 
Man at a porn convention near you. 
He plans on continuing his new tradi- 
tion of turning heads at adult indus- 
try trade shows and beyond.

A year and change after Victoria comes 
Olivier Ducastel and Jacques Martin- 
eau’s Paris 05:59: Théo & Hugo, the latest 
entry in the burgeoning subgenre of 
“sexy young Europeans have adventures 
in real time on the quiet city streets after 
meeting in an after-hours nightclub.” But 
where the 138-minute Victoria was an ac- 
tion movie shot in a single take and 
which meandered too much in its first 
hour, the more character-driven and sat- 
isfying Paris 05:59 is a tight 90 minutes, 
mostly in very long takes with largely un- 
obtrusive editing (except for occasional 
subjective inserts). For the picture’s first 
20 minutes, young hunks Théo (Geof- 
frey Couét) and Hugo (Francois Nambot) 
connect amid some anonymous and ex- 
tremely graphic fucking and sucking in 
an all-male sex club around 4:30 a.m. 
They then get to know each other — and 
deal with the immediate aftermath of 
their impulsive meeting — on the street 
of Paris for the remaining 70 minutes. 
Though other recent foreign films have 
featured scenes set in sex clubs, Paris 
05:59 best captures how different the 
world looks when you emerge before 
sunrise, the giddiness of making a truly 
personal connection in an intentionally 
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impersonal environment, and the 
beauty that can be found in the darker 
corners of human behavior if you aren’t 
presuming you ll find light.

Tenemos La Carne 
(We Are the Flesh) 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
Though they operate on different wave- 
lengths, Emiliano Rocha Minter’s ex- 
tremely graphic Tenemos La Carne (We 
Are the Flesh) suggests that Isaac Ezban 
isn't the only notable horror director 
emerging from Mexico. In a post-apoca- 
lyptic Mexico City, teenage siblings 
Fauna (Maria Evoli) and Lucio (Diego 
Gamaliel) are taken in by certifiably bug- 
fuck Mariano (Noé Hernandez), who 
views the collapse of society as a call for 
humans to embrace their carnal natures 
and shatter every taboo — starting with 
the most obvious one, against inter- 
course between brother and sister. It 
only escalates from there. What it lacks 
in scope and budget, the intentionally 
claustrophobic Tenemos La Carne makes 
up for with a wonderfully spooky sound 
design, and the best use of a tympani 
since 1963's Blood Feast. But for all the 
torture, incest, cannibalism, and blood- 
soaked, no-holds-barred depravity on 
display, the most genuinely offensive 
part of Tenemos La Carne may be the fi- 
nal minute and a half.

Studio Ghibli may no longer be produc- 
ing feature-length anime movies, but 
they’re still co-producing films with 
other countries, the most recent being 
Michael Dudok de Wit’s nominally 
French (but language-free) The Red Tur- 
tle. In this beautifully animated yet 
deeply frustrating shaggy-dog tale, a 
shipwrecked castaway finds his escape 
attempts are thwarted by a large red tur- 
tle that keeps destroying his rafts. He 
kills the turtle in an act of cruelty almost 
more disturbing than anything in this 
week’s gore-fest Tenemos La Carne (We 
Are the Flesh). But it’s OK, because the 
dead turtle soon transmogrifies into a 
living human woman with whom he has 
a child, and a long blissful life on the is- 
land. Whether it’s a hallucination or 
magical realism is not clear, but the sub- 
text certainly is: Although he clearly 
wants to get off the island, the turtle/ 
woman clips his wings and gives him a 
traditional domestic life — and after he’s 
beaten her to death for getting in his 
way. Though not a canonical Ghibli pic- 
ture, the fact that their last two features 
The Tale of the Princess Kaguya and When 
Marnie Was There centered on well-con- 
ceived female characters makes the gen- 
der politics here doubly disappointing. 
That The Red Turtle is ultimately a 
French rather than a Japanese movie ex- 
plains much, yet excuses nothing. SC

Restaurants that combine 
themselves with novelties can veer in 
any number of directions. It can be 
charming, as in Fritz’s Railroad Restau- 
rant, a 63-year-old chain in Kansas City 
where you order via a phone at your ta- 
ble and your food arrives on a train track 
above your head. Or it can be a dysto- 
pian hellscape, like Chuck E. Cheese. 

The concept behind Onsen, a Japa- 
nese spa-restaurant in the former City 
Automotive building in the Tender- 
loin, is anything but gimmicky. Maybe 
your first mental image is of shrimp 
tempura in the steam room, but from 
top to bottom (and from dry sauna to 
cold plunge) this model is a paragon 
of elegance. The light emanating from 
Himalayan-salt-block window in that 
dry sauna is gorgeous enough, but 
the fact that Onsen puts out food this 
outstanding from a kitchen that tiny is 
even more impressive. 

In addition to being the one-man 
electro-psych band from L.A., onsen 
is the Japanese term for a resort cen- 
tered on a hot spring, and the bath is 
the primary half. Wife-and-husband 
team Caroline Smith and Sunny Sim- 
mons spent a few years living in the 
building, inside an Airstream, as they 
built the space out. At $30 for the first

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1951 Coffee: 
More Than Just 
Another Cup

Asa minor-league humanitarian, 
I’m a bit of an evangelist when it comes 
to the importance of empathy and the 
cultivation of compassion. But in a cul- 
ture that’s rife with “thoughts and 
prayers,’ it’s refreshing to see people put 
practical effort behind philanthropic in- 
tentions — people like Doug Hewitt and 
Rachel Taber, former employees of the 
International Rescue Committee and 
founders of 1951 Coffee Company, a 
nonprofit Berkeley coffee shop that’s 
more than just another caffeine house. 
Located on Channing Way in a 
space adjacent to First Presbyterian 
Church, 1951 aims to serve the local 
community, from Cal students looking 
for a study spot to tech workers grab- 
bing a latte on the go. On the other 
side of its doors, you'll find Verve cof- 
fee, Algorithm cold brew, Blue Willow 
tea, Starter Bakery pastries, and the 
hustle that’s typical of a local coffee 
shop. You'll also find something a 
little less expected — a narrative that 
encourages empathy. The fact that the 
space serves as point of engagement 
means the atmosphere is one of under- 
standing and exploration as much as it 
is a buzzy workspace or social hot spot. 
It’s a difference you'll notice 
straight away. There are no reclaimed 
barstools, exposed ceilings, or white- 
washed walls to set the mood. Yet ev- 
ery aspect of the design, which was es- 
sentially done pro bono by an eclectic 
Norwegian company called Montaag, 
is intentional, starting with the red, 
green, yellow, and blue lines that run 
along the floor and up the wall. Rem- 
iniscent of the transportation routes

that bring many refugees to the U.S., 
the lines direct your attention to the 
register then lead you through a hypo- 
thetical narrative, which is emblazoned 
on the walls. The story represents that 
of a typical refugee who resettles in 
the United States. It’s a story made im- 
mediately real by the staff of the café, 
eight baristas from seven countries, all 
of whom have their own resettlement 
tales to tell. 

That was Hewitt and Taber’s intent 
from the start — not just to raise 
awareness, but to actually make a 
difference in the lives of Bay Area refu- 
gees. Having officially opened on Sun- 
day, Jan 22, 1951, Coffee is named for 
the 1951 UN convention that defined 
who refugees were and proposed ways 
to protect them. Though the plight of 
the refugee is a hot topic in today’s po- 
litical climate, the seeds of 1951 Coffee 
were germinating long before the ref- 
ugee crisis became a part of the public 
conversation. 

Hewitt, a seminary-trained coffee 
guru who met his first refugee while 
were working together at Starbucks, 
has experience teaching English as a 
Second Language (ESL) and had been 
working in refugee resettlement for 
five years before he left the IRC to 
launch a project of his own. With a 
background in social enterprise, an 
awareness of the challenges surround- 
ing the refugee resettlement process, 
and a deep love of coffee, Taber made 
for the perfect partner. 

Together, the duo launched a 
501(c)(3) with a three-fold mission: 
to equip and employ refugees, deliver 
high-quality coffee service, and create 
an advocacy space that raises aware- 
ness around the plight of refugees. 
They do this by regularly holding 
three-week barista training programs, 
forming partnerships with local busi- 
ness owners who are interested in hir- 
ing refugees, and running a café that is 
not only staffed by refugees but serves

When the 10-year-old Dada 
Bar’s lease was set to expire, owners Mi- 
chael Gouddou and Timothy Landregan 
sought to move from Second Street toa 
new location beneath the Mechanics’ In- 
stitute on Post Street where (once upon a 
time) the Old Poodle Dog used to be. 
This being San Francisco, where nightlife 
frequently gets treated the way normal 
cities approach nuclear power stations or 
hog-rendering plants, some neighbors 
fought the move, requiring the Board of 
Supervisors to intervene on behalf of art 
and culture. 

It worked, and Dada Bar, now in- 
habiting a space that’s three times the 
size of the original, is now a fully func- 
tional event space capable of handling 
multi-person art shows hostessed by 
towering drag queens who have per- 
sonalities large enough to fill a mall. 
It’s not as charmingly pseudo-starchy 
as the library and chess room upstairs, 
but there are tufted couches and chan- 
deliers enough for anybody. It’s more 
like the gallery-and-bar 111 Minna, 
and not very much like nearby Bar 
Fluxus, another self-described art bar 
that opened late last year and orients 
its programming more toward salsa 
nights and DJ sets and less toward ro- 
tating art shows. 

Last Saturday, Jan. 14, Dada opened 
its calendar with “Pop Americana,” a 
show featuring the work of four artists: 
Jun Yang, Yon Sim, Lee Nelson, and 
Jason Mecier, whose celebrity portraits 
made out of candy or junk have won his 
warped brilliance no small acclaim on 
The Today Show and elsewhere. (At the 
Fancy Food Show this week, the Jelly 
Belly booth had a jelly-bean portrait of 
Wonder Woman done in his idiom.) 

Applauding the dim lighting, Mecier 
says he likes Dada Bar’s interior.

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the Playboy mansion or Twin Peaks,” he 
tells SF Weekly. “I like the idea because 
it’s such a rich, old-school atmosphere, 
but they consider my art appropriate. It 
elevates it — but it can also be weird or 
campy, but it’s still all classy.” 

The sheer madness of a Mecier por- 
trait becomes apparent as you creep 
steadily closer to it and the three-di- 
mensional nature takes over. Take his 
image of the recently departed Florence 
Henderson, grinning while holding a 
box of Polident — for which she was a 
spokeswoman — in front of an array 
of empty Wesson cooking oil bottles. 
Mostly made of pencils and writing 
implements, but with the odd corn- 
cob-shaped corn-cob holder, her hair 
is as wild and polychromatic as George 
Clinton’s. Move closer and you see her 
yellow skin is papered with Henderson 
tour schedules, and how amid the 
hairbrushes and truly random detritus, 
there are Brady Bunch cassettes and 
other painstakingly sourced jetsam. 
Husband-and-wife comic duo Megan 
Mullally and Nick Offerman look dap- 
per in evening wear — no less so even 
though Mullally’s earrings are white 
plastic cutlery and they background 
consists of Snuggie boxes. 

But you can’t get drunk on Wesson 
dregs. Dada’s $12-$13 cocktail list is 
on the short side and leans hard on the 
classic M’s: martini, margarita, Man- 
hattan, and Moscow Mule. 

In a world where, increasingly, $13 
martinis come served in wee little 
coupes, it is to their credit that these 
are served in the proper glassware — 
so even if the price point doesn’t ex- 
actly scream “starving artist,” at least 
the quantities are properly bohemian. 
Sightglass Coffee is coming at some 
future date, along with some pastries, 
but for now, we're delighted that this 
institution found a new home, and 
that San Francisco has one more bar 
without a bank of flatscreen TVs in it.

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Miguel Migs

House DJ and producer Miguel 
Migs has fond memories of San Fran- 
cisco in the 90s, especially of its thriv- 
ing, underground dance music 
community. 

“That was a magical time,” says the 
44-year-old who will be playing at Au- 
dio on Saturday, Jan. 28. “There were 
these amazing warehouse parties that 
had the greatest music.” 

In fact, it was the music scene that 
brought the then-underage Migs to 
S.F. in the first place. Though he lived 
in Santa Cruz at the time, Migs and 
his friends made a habit of driving up 
on weekend nights to attend the city’s 
numerous parties and raves. 

“We would draw on hand stamps or 
have fake IDs,” he recalls. “You know, 
whatever it took to get in.” 

Today, the dance music scene in 
San Francisco is totally different. 
Though Migs says there are still under- 
ground warehouse parties that occur 
on the weekends, they’re few and far 
between, and San Francisco is far from 


the electronic music mecca it once was. 


Nowadays, if you want to hear dance, 
house, or techno, you're better off just 
going to a club. 

“Now it’s like the norm, and there 
are so many venues in the city that 
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play electronic music and its many 
subgenres,” says Migs, who still plays 
warehouse shows “here and there.” 
“But back then, it was more of a small- 
er, niche type of thing. It was more 
community-driven, and there were 

no rockstar status DJs like there are 
today.” 

Another big change that has hap- 
pened since the 90s and early ’00s is 
the number of remix requests — or 
lack thereof — that Migs receives. 
Because it was trendy to release dance 
and electronic remixes of popular sin- 
gles, it wasn’t uncommon for Migs to 
get commissions from big-name art- 
ists, like Britney Spears, Macy Gray, or 
Lionel Richie. Now, 
thanks to dwindling 
album sales, the 





vocals from the neo-soul singer Ledisi 
that was Migs’ first ever release in 
March 1999, and then compare it to 
December 2016's trance-like jungle 
jam “Waterfall.” Despite the 17-year 
gap between the songs, neither would 


sound out of place on the same album. 


It’s clear that Migs — who writes 
all his own lyrics but gets others to 
sing them — still pulls from the same 
slinky, laidback playbook that guided 
his earliest soulful and deep house 
releases. And even though more than 
a decade has passed since the mil- 
lennium, his music is still coated in 
the same glossy, glittery sheen that 
defines most things associated with

band Zion Sounds. This might be hard 
to imagine, but Migs points out that 
reggae and house have more in com- 
mon than you'd think. Both genres 
pull heavily on drum and bass, incor- 
porate lower frequencies, and favor 
offbeat rhythm sections. 

“T’ve always loved dub and reggae 
because of their steady grooves and 
stripped down natures,” he says. “So if 
you think of it that way, it’s not really 
light years away from house music.” 

To date, Migs has released more 
than three dozen records, many of 
them under Salted Music, a label he 
formed in 2004 to promote and pub- 
lish music from new and up-and-com- 
ing electronic music artists. Calling it 
“just a little boutique label,” it’s clear 
that Migs didn’t start Salted Music 
with hopes of making millions then, 
now, or ever. 

“T never got into dance music to 
headline a festival or be on the radio 
or make a ton of money,’ he says. “It 
wasn't about any of those reasons. The 
way I look at it is if there are people 
who are still into the music and con- 
necting to it, then that’s inspiration 
enough to keep doing what I’m doing.”

Seattle producer and beatmaker Sango wants to elevate his craft to Superstar status. 


Sango

“It’s kind of popular now,” 
Seattle producer Sango tells me over the 
phone. He’s talking about beatmaking — 
loosely defined as the art of making hip- 
hop sans words — and it’s something the 
25-year-old, who has produced songs for 
the likes of Tinashe, Casey Veggies, and 
Denzel Curry, has been pursuing since 
the age of 12. 

“Everyone's a bedroom producer 
these days,” he continues. “All you have 
to do is release a track on SoundCloud, 
and even if it’s just beats, people will 
go crazy over it.” 

It wasn’t always this way. Sure, 
there were beat pioneers — like Flying 
Lotus, J Dilla, Madlib, Gaslamp Killer, 
and Daedelus — who paved the way 
for future generations. And chances 
are they had a lot harder time convinc- 
ing people to listen to their lyricless 
music than Sango did. 

Still, in the beginning, he struggled 





to grow his audience until a series of 
fortuitous events in 2009, including a 
particular round of the video game Call 
of Duty, got him interested in Brazil 
and led him to discover baile funk (or 
“funk carioca” as it’s called in Brazil). 

Via Twitter, he met a fellow up- 
and-coming producer in Santa Maria, 
Brazil, named DJ 
Kojak, and the two 
began a friendship 
that would span 
years. In exchange 
for R&B samples and 
tips on American 
artists to listen to, 
Sango received Bra- 
zilian sound packs 
and drum samples 
that would have been 
impossible for him to obtain on his 
own due to his location and inability to 
speak Portuguese. 

“He pretty much gave me a crazy 
alleyoop to all these Brazilian sounds

that I then used in my music,” Sango 
says, adding that he learned Portu- 
guese in the process. 

He packaged the songs he created 
— which blend deep, rumbling bass 
and frenetic, almost tribal sounding 
drums, with shimmering synths and 
glitchy Portuguese vocal samples — 
into online albums 
that he sold on 
Bandcamp or 
streamed through 
SoundCloud. It 
wasn't long before 
Sango attracted the 
attention of the 
then-nascent Los 
Angeles music label 
and DJ collective 
Soulection, who 
asked him to join their ranks, which 
he did. 

Emboldened by his new partnership 
and hoping to see his music go farther, 
Sango began reaching out to artists — 


Sango 
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mainly rappers — offering his services 
as a producer and sending them beats 
through social media. It worked almost 
better than he planned and landed 
him production credits with trap soul 
crooner Bryson Tiller, gravelly voiced 
D.C. rapper Wale, and on-the-rise em- 
cee Goldlink, among others. 

“Really, it’s the internet that al- 
lowed all that to happen,” Sango says. 
“Having vocalists was kind of difficult 
to find, and it’s pretty amazing how 
much it helped change the game for 
me.” 

In recent years, Sango — who grad- 
uated from Western Michigan Univer- 
sity in 2015 with a degree in graphic 
design — has toured overseas with 
Haitian-Canadian producer Kaytrana- 
da, Canadian multi-instrumentalist 
and producer Pomo, and Stwu, the 
French electronic musician and beat 
mastermind behind Drake’s fourth stu- 
dio album, Views. 

He’s currently on tour promoting 
his upcoming album and says this re- 
cord will be different from the projects 
he’s made in the past. You'll still hear 
his trademark beats-only tunes, but 
at least half of the album will be dedi- 
cated to tracks with featured vocals on 
them, or (as Sango calls them) “proper 
songs.” 

Don’t expect Sango to sing on the 
album, though. 

“[My singing] is terrible,” he says, 
laughing. “I tried it and it was so bad, I 
was like, ‘I’m never doing this again,’ ” 

No matter. It’s not like being a 
vocalist is Sango’s goal, anyway. He’s a 
producer first and foremost, and he’s 
on a mission — as evidenced by his 
current North American tour — to 
elevate the status of beatmakers and 
bring them out of the confines of the 
studio (or bedroom) and onto the 
stage. 

“Tm not just making a whole bunch 
of beats, trying to get them placed 
in the industry and make a couple of 
checks,” he says. “I’m trying to be the 
guy that will change the game. Pro- 
ducers, they don’t get much respect. 
They're just like the workhorses of the 
industry and seen only as suppliers. 
I’m trying to change that.”

If you listen to Philip Glass, you've no doubt heard of the composer Steve Reich. 
Along with Glass, Terry Riley, and La Monte Young, Reich is hailed as a pioneer 
of minimal music, amovement that started in the 60s and owes homage to the 
bizarre, experimental works created in the late’40s and’50s by the renowned, 
Viking-helmet-wearing musician Moondog. Now 80, Reich is still churning out 
compositions, like Runner, which will be premiered by Ensemble Signal at UC 
Berkeley's Hertz Hall on Sunday, Jan. 29. Other recent works from the percus- 
sion-loving octogenarian, like 2008's Double Sextet and 2012's Radio Rewrite, 
will be performed at the event, and Reich himself will make an appearance along 
with Ensemble Signal’s director and conductor, Brad Lubman, for a rendition of 
his 1972 classic, Clapping Music. If you've always wanted to see the man who 
popularized using tape loops to create phasing patterns, now’s your chance.

There’s a reason why the Jamaican singer Gyptian’s 2010 dancehall-inspired 
single “Hold Yuh” has more than 43 million listens on Spotify (and 23 million 
views on YouTube, but who’s counting?). Sure, it’s a great track, with propulsive 
piano chords and an insanely catchy, dance-inducing rhythm. But there’s an- 
other reason why the song has traveled so far and attracted so many listens: It 
was Gyptian’s first-ever crossover record. Before “Hold Yuh,” the singer was lit- 
tle known outside of both Africa and the reggae community. He's since ex- 
panded his listener base, as well as his discography, which includes as many as 
two dozen releases. His subsequent crossover tracks, like 2012’s “Wine Slow” 
and “Overtime,” haven't reached the same heights as “Hold Yuh,” but Gyptian 
doesn’t appear to be tripping over this. In fact, in recent years, he’s started mak- 
ing more roots and lover’s rock reggae music, because he believes that’s what the 
world needs to hear now. He may be onto something with that. Jessie Schiewe

It’s. Just. Not. Fair. There are a slew of subgenres within reggae — like roots, lovers rock, deejay, dancehall, raggamuffin, and 
reggaeton — and yet there is no term in particular for the island-style of reggae coming out of Hawaii. Since reggae is all 
about being chill and laidback, I'll end my tirade there, but it is a bit annoying when you're a music journalist writing about 
bands from the aina and having to describe them as “rock reggae,” even though that term hardly does justice. Pepper is one 
such band. Formed in the late 90s by two kanes who went to middle school together on the Big Island, the band, which is now 
a trio, makes chord-heavy, harmony-centric jams that oscillate between mellow, dubbed out roots rock numbers and frenetic, 
punk- and ska-inspired ditties. Though Pepper now operates out of San Diego, Hawaii is still in the band’s lifeblood, and you 
can hear numerous references to it — be it through traditional Hawaiian words, pidgin phrases, or locals-only tropes — in 
their most recent album, Ohana. Jessie Schiewe
